Senses All Taste Together 


NEW YORK - If you say, 


"He 
has 
no taste," you 


couldn't be more wrong — for 
everybody has several thou- 
sand taste buds on his tongue. 
When you savor a morsel of 
food, signals are sent from 
these buds to your brain via 
nerve fibers 


The things you really have a 


"taste" 
for may indicate 


which of the four categories of 
taste 
buds 
— 
bitterness, 


sweetness, saltiness or sour- 
ness _ are strongest in you! 


Dining Pleasure 


Your taste buds not only 


contribute to dining pleasure 
— 
their location on your 


tongue is one of your most 
important survival senses Bit- 
terness is registered at the 
back of the tongue, and since 
most poisonous substances are 
bitter, this serves as a "final 
warning" before the last swal- 
low1 The sweet buds are 
located on the front center 
part of your tongue, while the 
sour buds line the sides in 
front and salt sensitive buds 
line the sides in back. 


In spite of their extreme 


sensitivity, your taste buds 
can't detect subtle distinctions 
and combinations in flavor 
without the aid of your nose — 
and they're easily 
fooled1, 


Foods with more than one 
taste complicate our taste 
mechanism. Oranges, for ex- 
ample, are sour-sweet 
Ac- 


cording to taste-experts who 
helped to develop a new 
toothpaste, the spices which 
we use every day in cooking 
add to this complication. 
These have little real flavor; 
instead they cause a pleasant 
sensation on the tongue. 


With your nose blocked up 


with a cold, and your eyes 
blindfolded, you can't tell a 
raw potato from a raw onion, 
lamb from ham, or cold coffee 
from dry wine1 


Varies Greatly 


Taste sensitivity v a r i e s 


greatly. Most people can de- 
tect the bitterness of quinine 
in a solution of one part 
quinine to one million parts 
water, but sugar can't be 
detected in a ratio of less than 
one part to 200 part water. 
Gas can also be tasted — 
oxygen at 35 times normal 
pressure, 
according to one 


researcher, tastes just like 
ginger beer 


One thing that may surprise 


you is that as you grow older 
the number of taste buds on 
your tongue decreases. In fact, 
an infant is born with taste 
buds throughout his mouth By 
adulthood most of them have 
disappeared Those remaining 
are 
concentrated 
on 
the 


tongue They decrease from 
about 9,000 in the mid-20's to 
around 3,000 in middle age, 
but experience has taught us 
by then which flavors our 
taste buds favor 


There's more involved than 


your taste buds and your 
teeth, however, in determining 
whether you find certain foods 
delicious, passable or down- 
right distasteful! Both sight 
and feel are important The 
flavor of vanilla ice cream, for 
instance, combines the odor of 
the vanilla, stimulation of the 
sweet taste buds and of the 
cold spots on your tongue, 
along with a pleasant smooth 
feeling And there's more to a 
juicy sizzling steak than meets 
the tongue, too.- Steak has 
little flavor of its own What 
makes it so enjoyable are its 
delectable aroma, good chew- 
ing qualities and eye appeal. 


Repetition Important 


Repetition is an important 


conditioner in taste Food you 
may dislike at the first sam- 
pling — caviar for example — 
may grow on you Sour lemon- 
ade seems less sour with each 
glass, 
and the soup that 


doesn't need salting at first 
may 
need more 
seasoning 


later. This is because your 
taste buds tend to become 
neutralized toward a particu- 
lar flavor as they come into 
contact with it more and more 
frequently 


Just to prove how vital sight 


can be in determining taste, 
researchers 
once served a 


group of people mashed pota- 
toes that had been colored 
purple with a tasteless food 
dye The diners ate the pota- 
toes with relish as long as the 
lights were out, but when they 
were finally given a chance to 
see what they had been eat- 
ing, there was a chorus of 
"ughs1" 


Most 
people 
think 
that 


crackers or celery must be 
crisp to "taste right," yet 
even when they're limp, the 
flavor remains the same 


The mere idea of some foods 


is apt to put many people off, 
fried grasshoppers or choco- 
late-covered ants, considered 
delicacies 
to some people, 


probably wouldn't even be 
sampled by most Americans' 
"Each one to his own taste" is 
more than a tongue-in-cheek 
statement

LONG BIWH, Vietnam (AP)- 


The television news comes on 
at 7-30 p.m. with a blare of 
martial music.

Sfafe's Rights vs. One-Man, One-Vote 


Despite the pressures of trying to recess 


in time for Christinas, the State Senate 
apparently 
wanted 
to live up to its 


reputation of being the more deliberative 
body of the Legislature's two houses. 


One day during its December session, 


the Senate debated a proposal calling for 
the United States to change its policy for 
Rhodesia. One of the senators confessed he 
wasn't quite sure where Rhodesia was or 
what was in dispute about American policy. 
Then, there was the tired resolution calling 
for a federal constitutional convention to 
write an amendment to the Constitution 
which would overturn the 1964 Supreme 
Court ruling for "one man one vote" 
representation for both houses of state 
legislatures. 


This resolution 
had been 
knocking 


around the Senate for some time. One day 
when a network television crew came to 
town, the resolution was called up for 
debate for its benefit. Senators were 
advised to wear blue shirts. Then last week, 
state business was set aside, and the Senate 
approved the resolution 16 to 13. 


The greatest puzzle in all this is why it 


should be before the Wisconsin Senate in 
the 
first 
place. 
When 
the 
Wisconsin 


Constitution was written in 1848, it was 
decided and it was ratified by the people 


* that both houses of the Legislature would 


represent population totals rather than 
having one house represent area as was the 
case in most other states. 


Wisconsin, of course, has had times 


\\hen reapportionment did not keep up 
with 
population. 
But the requirement 


remained and was confirmed when a last 
gasp effort by the "areacrats" lost a 
constitutional referendum in the 1950s. 
Since then, Wisconsin has become a leader 
among the states in declaring that popula- 
tion representation 
also applies to its 


county boards, one of the most meaningful 
governmental reforms of recent times. 


Sen. Robert Knowles, who piloted the 


resolution through the Senate, has ex- 


plained that it is really only something of a 
favor to other states and that the amend- 
ment, if it ever should become part of the 
Constitution, probably never would be used 
in Wisconsin. He says it is an issue of 
state's rights. The question then is should 
states have the right to take away the 
Supreme Court-defined right of all citizens 
to have equal representation in both houses 
of their legislatures. 


In Wisconsin, the answer has been no. 


The same answer should be true in the 
other states. 


It was difficult to understand why Sen. 


Robert Warren of Green Bay, who repre- 
sents a district which will continue to 
benefit 
from 
the rules of 
population 


reapportionment. joined 
in the Senate 


effort. He said it is the only way to 
overturn "a totally unpopular decision by 
the Supreme Court," since the normal 
methods for starting an amendment in 
Congress have failed. 


But where is the decision unpopular? It 


is not unpopular in Wisconsin. It is not 
unpopular in Sen. Warren's district. It is 
unpopular in some statehouses where the 
unfair political control of decades has been 
shaken by the directive for fair representa- 
tion. 


Thirty-two of the 
states have now 


passed some form of resolution asking for a 
constitutional convention. Two more are 
needed to reach the total required for such 
a call. But there is much confusion ahead. 


Could 
such

wholesale attack on the Constitution, in the 
field of civil rights guarantees, for ex- 
ample? Can legislatures which are not 
properly 
apportioned 
ask for such a 


convention in the first place? 


The Assembly wisely went home with- 


out 
taking up the 
Senate 
resolution.

The Governmenf of Greece 


King Constantino's short-lived effort to 


oust the military junta which seized control 
of Greece last April may actually succeed 
in the long run in doing away with' the 
monarchy in Greece and reclaiming a 
representative form of government. 
For, 


despite his failure and the regrettable 
Greek apathy to the military rule, the 
revolt did demonstrate some amount of 
rebellion. 


Last spring the young king was obvious- 


ly caught by surprise by the military coup 
which ended months of wrangling between 
advocates of a limited monarchy and a far 
more left-wing democratic regime. Un- 
happy about it. the king's revolt was 
intended to demonstrate his ability to find 
a sizeable Greek following and restore 
representative government with the king 
nevertheless in a position of influence if 
not power. It will be weeks before what 
actually happened is revealed, what mis- 
takes were made and what assumptions 
were in error. 


The United States has kept mostly a 


hands-off attitude toward Greece although 
it did cut off the shipments of arms last 
spring. The fear of a Communist take-over 
of course is one reason why the United 
States gave grudging approval to the new 
regime or at least did not break diplomatic- 
relations. But the repression, the ridiculous 
regulations, and the failure of the military 
junta to show any evidence of moving 
toward its promise of restoring constitu- 
tional government made inevitable some 
sort of a revolt if the Greek people cared at 
all. 


Apparently they did not care enough. If 


King Constantine continues to work toward 
the overthrow of the military regime, he 
may retain some influence. But it is likely 
that some of his far left-wing political 
enemies in the long run will reap the 
benefits 
of his effort 
to reclaim 
his 


countrv.
